Application of Henry Haas for water 
extension was found to cost too much 
and not recommended The City Lands 
Committee wtre given power to change 
lots for Mr. Haas if he agreed. 

Correspondence concerning new gen- 
erator was received from the Cana- 
dian General Electric Co. 

The Utilities Committee’s recom- 
mendation was adopted that ull users 
of electric light and power and water 
whose accounts are unpaid, be sent 
a& notice after the 16th of each 
month, that if the account is not paid 
by the last day of the month, these 
parties will be disconnected and a 
charge of $1.00 made for re-connection. 

It was also stated that all new con- 
nections must have deposits paid and 
contracts signed for both light and 
water before connection is made. 

A motion was passed that 26 per 
cent of the’ cost of the new engine 
amounting to $3875 be now paid. 

The Police Committee brought in a 
recommendation that the City Weigh- 
master’s salary be increased from $40 
to $50, retroactive from Jan. 1st, and 
that the rate of 10¢ for weighing be

In further pursuance of my 
theme, I anticipate a question which 
some thoughtful member may possibly 
have in mind at this point. That ques- 
tion is this: What is the cause of a 
period of prosperity, since I have in- 
dicated that there is never enough 
money under the ordinary industrial 
system in the hands of consumers to 
buy out production? My answer is that 
prosperity invariably comes during 
periods of capital expenditure. This 
capital expenditure causes prosperity 
because the money expended in ‘cap: 
ital facilities immeiiately finds its 
place in the market for goods, And thig 
increases the purchasing power of the 
consumer for the reason that, ag yet, 
no goods have come from the facilities 
in question to balance the amount of 
money expended, as I have indicated. 
In this way capital expenditure always 


expended in production enable the con- 
sumers to buy the output? What is 
the reason? I indicated it a few mo- 
ments go butI will discuss it more in 
detail now. Money expended in pro- 
duction cannot buy the output because, 
in the first place, we are living under 
what is known as the profit system. 
I am not speaking against the profit 
system—I am merely pointing out a 
fact: We are living under a profit sys- 
tem and that means that the producer 
must get more for the goods he sells 
than it costs him to produce them. No 
man: will go into business on any other 
condition. No man will do anything 
that will not yield him something in 
return, whether it be in the form of 
material wealth or in the way of satis- 
But 
be that as it may, since the producer 
has to sell his goods for more than it 
costs him to produce them where will 
the extra money come from? The 
money paid out in production is the 
only money the consumers have to buy 
with. Consequently there must remain 
on the shelves of the warehouse a’ 
surplus which represents the differ-

«Excerpts from Newspaper Law, 
printed for the benefit of any reader 
who may have mistaken ideas regard- 
ing same: 

1. A postmaster is required to give 
notice by letter (returning the paper 
does not answer the laws) if the sub- 
scriber does not take the paper out of 
the post office nad state the reason 
for its not being taken.

is to say: There must be sufficient 
money in the hands of consumers, 
together with our imports, to balance 
our industrial output. Someone will 
ask, why can we not ship our surplus 
to foreign countries? We can; but if 
you have not enough money to buy the 
surplus which you have at home yow 
have not enough with which to buy 
the imports which, in the proper 
counse of business, should he ex- 
changed for exports. No country is 
unwise enough to ship goods out. with- 
out having an equivalent in imports, 
aud what is the use of getting imports 
without having money with which to 
pay for them. 

I propose now to devote the remain- 
ing portion of my remarks to making 
a few suggestions with a view to the 
stabilization of the prosperity which is 
now beginning to make itself felt. 
throughout the country,—suggestions 
which I shall direct not only to the 
government but to parliament. I may 
be mistaken in my estimation of the 
power of parliament But at present I 
regard parliament as being greater in 
authority than any government, even 
allowing for the blighting influences 
of the party system upon it. There 
are on the order paper resolutions 
proposing the nationalization of banks 
and the establishment of a federal 
reserve system, At the moment I am 
not interested in these particularly but 
I refer to the federal reserve system 
by way of illustration. The chief con- 
tribution of the federal reserve banks 
in the United States has been to 
stabilize ihe money market. Iwill not 
describe the process by which this is 
accomplished. We need such an insti- 
tution in Canada, but that alone would 
not solve our difficulty. We require an 
agency of some sort which will do for 
industry and business that which the 
federal reserve system has done for
